“ As the economy has grown 
and become more complex so 
too has the Internal Revenue 
Code. This has grown from a 
modest document of some 16 
pages to one of more than a 
thousand 
pages—complex 
and 
sophisticated by any standard. 


“ This combination of circum­ 
stances might lead one to expect 
a litigious tax administration in 
the United States. Or an army 
of tax 
collectors. 
Of course, 
neither of these chimeras has 
come close to materializing. 
“ By conscious design, the In­ 
ternal Revenue Service seeks to 
dispose 
of 
tax 
controversies 


early, simply, and administrat­ 
ively rather than through litiga­ 
tion. Indeed, the revenue agent 
himself is encouraged to dispose 
of cases during the examination 
His performance is evaluated 
in part on his ability to arrive 
at a meeting of the minds with 
the taxpayer. 


“The agent is, by and large, 
extremely successful in dispos­ 
ing of his cases by agreement. 
In the fiscal year ended June 30. 
1967. the Service examined some 
3.1 million tax returns. Out of 
this number some 76.000 tax dis­ 
putes arose. 


“ We think a disposition to re­ 
solve tax disputes administrat­ 
ively is not only wise, but in­ 
evitable. First of all. our courts 
are 
simply 
not 
equipped 
to 
handle tax appeals in any vol­ 
ume. nor should they be. An al­ 
ternative to litigation is essen­ 
tial. Our experience has shown 
that the vast majority of tax 
controversies can be. and are. 
resolved if the taxpayer and the 
government 
are 
brought 
to­ 
gether early and given the op­ 
portunity to present their res­ 
pective points of view, and dis­ 
cuss their differences 
in 
an 
atmosphere of mutual under­ 
standing and respect. This is 
what we attempt to under our 
present administrative appeals 
program. 
“ I think a few statistics will 
make the point: 


Out of 3.1 million returns au­ 
dited last year, over 1.2 mil­ 
lion 
were accepted 
without 
change. 39 0.000 taxpayers who

Sixth District will not include most oi 
Marin until next November’s election, 
but for practical purposes he must — 
and does— consider himself our repre­ 
sentative now . For w hen he runs for 
re-election, we will be among his con­ 
stituents controlling his political fate 
The reapportionment by the state 
Legislature which left only North and 
West Marin in Rep. Donald H Claus­ 
en’s First District and gave the rest 
to Mailliard was no more sought by the 
San Francisco congressman than by the 
voters. However, he has indicated he is 
not entirely displeased with it. And to 
prove he means to keep abreast oi 
things in the newly attached part ol his 
district, his office immediately sub­ 
scribed to the Independent-.Journal. 


ALTHOUGH WE DID NOT choose 
Mailliard. and he did not choose us. w e 
have not done badly in this shuffle. 
In fact, we got a native Marinite as 
congressman. 
Mailliard s family came to California 
a century ago and settled in Marin. 
William Mailliard was born in Belve­ 
dere. Although the family moved to 
San Francisco while he was a baby, he 
returned here to attend Tamalpais 
School for Boys in San Rafael. 
The Mailliards have long been active 
in Republican politics and in civic af- 
fairs in San Francisco. The family is 
considered a civic-minded family. 


W ILLIAM S. MAILLIARD lost his 
first race for Congress, in 1948. but 
won on his second try. in 1952. and 
has been re-elected regularly since. 
With considerable seniority over 
Clausen, he naturally holds more im­ 
portant committee memberships. He 
is the ranking Republican on the House 
Committee on Merchant Marine and 


Fisheries. Particularly interested in 
foreign affairs, he is a member of the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee and 
of its Far East and Pacific. State De­ 
partment Organization, and Foreign 
Operations subcommittees, as well as 
a special subcommittee for review ot 
mutual security programs. He has been 
adviser to the U.S. delegation to the 
Organization of American States since 
1964. and was a delegate to the United 
Nations General Assembly in 1963 and 
to the Council of Europe in 1965-66. 
He is a Yale University graduate. He 
served seven years in the Navy, includ­ 
ing World War II. and is a reserve reai 
admiral ¡the only admiral in Congress). 
During his Navy service, he was naval 
attache to the U.S. Embassy in London 
in 1939-40. 


A LL THIS WOULD seem to indicate 
pretty plainly that in acquiring Mail­ 
liard as congressman, we have ac­ 
quired not just a party hack and log- 
roller. but an accomplished, respected 
representative. 
How well he can and will represent 
Marin remains to be seen, but we will 
have opportunity to judge before elec­ 
tion time. 
Meanwhile, we are not forgetting 
that Don Clausen remains official rep­ 
resentative of all of Marin until next 
November — and will continue to rep­ 
resent the Fifth Supervisorial District 
and parts of the Fourth thereafter if 
he wins re-election. 
Io Bill Mailliard we say: ‘ Welcome 
home to Marin. The state Supreme 
Court and the Legislature left you on 
our doorstep. But we re happy to have 
you — at least for awhile."

LBJ and he could be suf­ 
ficiently divisive to imperil the 
President’s r e - e l e c t i o n . 
Professor 
John 
K e n n e t h 
Galbraith, 
p r e s i d e n t 
of 
Americans for Democratic Ac­ 
tion. expects to get the ADA to 
endorse McCarthy, and there 
are undoubtedly Democratic 
doves who would be quite will­ 
ing to punish Johnson even at 
the expense of electing 
a 
Republican 
President 
w h o 
would pursue much the same 
policy in Vietnam. 
2—There may be something 
more to McCarthy's dump- 
Johnson 
movement 
t han 
McCarthy himself. The some­ 
thing more is visible in the 
wings and his name is Senator 
Robert F. Kennedy. Kennedy 
has 
pronounced 
McCarthy’s 
challenge to LBJ “ a healthy 
thing 
for 
the 
party’’ 
and 
McCarthy echoed almost in­ 
stantly that he wouldn't be 
making the challenge if Ken­ 
nedy would make it. 


IT CAN MEAN only one 
thing - 
that McCarthy is 
ready to step aside anytime 
Robert Kennedy is ready to 
take his place openly in the an­ 
ti-Johnson front line. Bobby 
has already paved the way to 
be free to do this by cutting 
back his previous commitment 
to support the President for re- 
election. 
Kennedy 
is 
n o w 
disclosing that he will not en­ 
dorse 
the 
President 
fo r 
renomination. 
Even a combined Kennedv- 


McCarthy parlay against LBJ 
would probably not be able to 
deny Johnson renomination but 
such a high-powered attempt 
might split the party so badly 
that no Democrat could win.

workers is certainly waning. 
The main reason is that in­ 
dustrial workers are no longer 
blue collar; they are white col­

fluence and to the suburbs. 
Ther are not worried about 
their future; they are worried 
about the same things other 
sections of the middle class 
are worried about — high tax­ 
es, federal spending, educa­ 
tion. inflation, and crime in the 
streets plus no small degree of 
anxiety bordering on anger 
about racial violence.

Reuther could draw 100.000 
union members to the annual

Some Progress In Vi etnam 
Fai ls To Sti r Opti mi sm

The American people have 
been subjected to so much ill- 
conceived optimism over Viet­ 
nam during the last five years 
that they scarcely can be 
blamed now if they react with 
skepticism to any bits of news 
even slightly encouraging. 


Thus the reaction seemed 
little more than a shrug when 
Gen. William C. Westmoreland 
declared in Washington that 
the progress of the war was 
such that within two years it 
might be possible to reduce 
American troop strength in 
Vietnam. 


NOR DID IT SEEM that 
much more significance was 
attached to a report on prog­ 
ress of the pacification pro­ 
gram in Vietnam which also 
was encouraging although in 
a lesser way.

WASHINGTON (APi - The 
Johnson administration is back­ 
ing its defense of the dollar with 
a ready supply of $475 million in 
gold bullion. 
The 
Treasury 
Department 
said yesterday it transferred 
that much gold from its money 
stock to a special fund that 
makes gold sales to foreign gov­ 
ernments. 
It was the largest single shift 
of gold in U.S. history, surpass­ 
ing a $448 million movement in 
February 1947 to cover the orig­ 
inal U.S. subscription to the In­ 
ternational Monetary Fund. 
The shift also dropped the mo­ 
netary gold supply to its lowest 
level in more than 30 years. 
The monetary gold stock now 
stands at $12.434 billion, the low­ 
est since the $12.433 billion on 
July 28. 1937, after undergoing 
the largest 
weekly drop on 
record. 
The move of $475 million in 
gold to the Exchange Stabiliza­ 
tion Fund, as the special ac­ 
count 
is 
called, 
underscores 
U.S. determination to defend the 
dollar internationally from spec­ 
ulative attack. 
President Johnson said earlier 
this week the attack had been 
"decisively repelled” at a rela- 
| lively small cost in U.S. re­ 


serves. 
Total U.S. reserves, including 
gold, convertible foreign curren­ 
cies and the U.S. reserve posi­ 
tion in the IMF, were near $15 
billion at the end of October. 
U.S. policy, restated immedi­ 
ately after devaluation of the 
pound, is to buy and sell gold at 
$35 an ounce. Any increase in 
price would represent devalua­ 
tion of the dollar. 
To help keep the price at $35, 
the United States covers 59 per 
cent of all sales on the London 
gold market as part of a pool of 
seven nations. 
The exact volume of London 
sales during the gold rush has 
never been revealed but Treas­ 
ury Secretary Henry H. Fowler 
said U.S. gold losses would be 
“ substantially high.”
